At Chicago and Cicero* Illinois* SUBJECT has been known 

by the following names t Regina Hirga i-J— (A IT?) 

(g— — X-) • Three developed informants and one oaigfaborhood 
reference cemented favorably regarding SUBJECT'S character, 
reputation* and morals* They knaw of no communist connect ions 
SUBJECT might have and believed bar to be pro-Aaerloan In her 
▼levs* SUBJECT'S parents* who reside In Germany, vlsied 
SUBJECT and other relatives In Chicago area within the past 
two years. Credit at Chicago negative and at Oloero* under 
spouse's nans* satisfactory. Police negative. Imlgratlen 
and Naturalisation Pile Number Afl 266 SU 0 wae reviewed, and 
reflected SUBJECT entered the United States on 20 April 
1952 at New York* New York under Section 6 (a)(3) of the 
Imlgratlon Act. U.S. Displaced Parsons Commission, 

European Case Humber 5C20U6 dated 1951 reflected that a 
thorough Investigation was conducted into character* history, 
ethnic origin and it was established to the satisfaction of 
the commission that SUBJECT had never been a member of the 
Communist, Nasi, or Fascist Parties or political or 
subversive groups, and has never been a member or participated 
in any movement which is* or has been, hostile to the United 
States*

At Cicero, Illinois 

Op 21 December I960, Mrs. Charles BBOZAS, 2103 South hSth 
Courts was interviewed as a developed informant. BROZAfl, 
approximately 50 years of age, vac friendly, cooperative, and 
gave every indication of being a stable, reliable individual. 

BKJZA3 stated she has known SUBJECT, her husband, and 
grandmother for several years and knows nothing adverse oon- 
oe ruing them. SUBJECT presently resides at 2113 South 19th 
Court and has lived there for over 5 years. Prior to that, 
she resided at 1938 South I* 8th Court for several years. SUBJECT, 
who was bom in Lithuania, has lived in the United States for 
approximately 9 years, and Informant volunteered, speaks broken 
English. Her parents reside in Germany and within the past two 
years, visited SUBJECT In this area. 

SUBJECT is the mother of three children and is a housewife 
who is well regarded by everyone who knows her. She enjoys 
good health, appears to be happily married, and has no known 
weaknesses. SUBJECT'S grandmother, who is over 60 years of age, 
resides with SUBJECT. The grandmother was bom in Lithuania and 
came to the United States approximately 10 years ago. Informant 
believes the grandmother oaimot speak English and has only one 
child, SUBJECT'S father. 

BROZAS stated she knows of no communist affiliations SUBJECT 
night have and is quite certain SUBJECT is pro-American in her 
views. Informant stated she knows nothing of an adverse nature 
concerning s character, reputation, morals, or 

habits. 

On 19 December I960, Mrs. William SMITH, a developed 
informant, about 55 years of age, was interviewed at 2109 
South b9th Churt concerning SUBJECT. SMITH was friendly, 
cooperative, and gave every indication of being a stable, 
reliable individual. 

Informant stated she has known- SUBJECT and the 
family for approximately 6 years and knows nothing of an adverse 
nature concerning them. SUBJECT, who is happily married to a 
carpenter,. Is tbs mother of three children. SUBJECT and her 
family reside with SUBJECT'S grandmother at 2113 South l* 9th Court. 
They previously resided at 1938 South 18th Court. 

SMITH related she knows of no communist affiliations SUBJECT 
might have, but believes her to be pro-American in bar views. The 
informant stated she has no reason to question SUBJECT'S character 
reputation, morals, or habits. 





On 19 December I960, Mr. Joseph SKQRUBSKAS, 1815 South i*9th 
Court, a developed informant, approximately 5b year* of ago, was 
interviewed concerning SUBJECT. He vaa friendly, cooperative, 
and gave every indication of being a stable, reliable individual. 

SKORUBSKAS provided substantially the sane information as did 
the two preceding informants. He knew nothing adverse concerning 
SUBJECT.

On 19 December I960, 2113 South b9th Court vaa observed to 
be a two story, stucco horns in good repair located in a residential- 
type neighborhood. 1936 South bdth Court was observed to be a 
large, two story, brick apartment building in good repair. 



On 21 December I960, Mr. Joseph TUKEBAS, 1938 South b6th 
Court, vaa interviewed as a neighborhood reference. This Informant 
stated that SUBJECT has resided at 2113 3outh b9th Court for a 
period of more than 5 years with her grandmother, her husband, 
qnd three children. They are highly regarded in the neighborhood. 



Prior to this, the — — family resided at 1936 South 

UHh Court and were well liked in the area. TUMSHAS stated that 
the owner of this apartment building at 1936 South lj6th Court 
would recall SUBJECT, but is presently unavailable for interview. 
Informant could suggest no one else who might remember the — — ~ 
family. 



The Informant revealed that r he knew nothing adverse concerning 
SUBJECT and related that SUBJECT, her husband, and her grandmother 
were all burn in Lithuania. SUBJECT has only lived In this country 
for approximately ten years, but from all indications, enjoys life 
in the United States. The informant stated he knows of no communist 
connections or questionable associates SUBJECT is connected with. 

Ha believes her to bo pro-American lit her views. SUBJECT ia a 
charming, woman whom he would be happy to recommend as a reputable, 
reliable person.

SUBJECT was shown to be going to the United States to reside 
permanently and expressed a desire to be a waitress* Her education 
was shown as* 4 years, of elementary school! 6 years of secondary 
school* She entered the Halted States on the S.S. Osn. MsB* Stewart. 
Immigration Visa 317 2087 was Issued on $ Kerch 1952 at Hamburg# 

Wentorf# Germany to Regina Wirga A -I — (A— — -TTB). She was 

shown to ba of German nationality and a person of German ethnic 
origin* The visa was granted pursuant to the Immigration Act of

She does not adhere to, advocate or follow and has not adhered 
to, advocated or followed the principles of any political or 
economic system or philosophy direct ed toward the da street ion 
of free competitive enterprise or to revolutionary overthrow 
of representative governments • She is not and has not been a member 
of any organisation designated by tha U*S* Attorney General as a 
^ Conauniat organisation. She is not and has not been a member or 
participant in any movement which is or has been hostile to United 
States or the form of government in tbs United States* She has 
not advocated or assisted in persecution of any perapp because of 
race, religion or national origin. She was shown as Regina A— — YTE 
(A -Y-) .

SUBJECT, a Homan Catholic, attended elementary school at 
Kaunas, Lithuania (1939 to 19bl)j Berlin, Germany (19L1 to 19^3) J 
secondary school at Kaunas, Lithuania (19L3-19LL)| Wattenstedt, 
Germany ( 19b 6-1950) } and commercial school, Hamburg, Germany 
(1950-1951)* In December 1951, SUBJECT was working ae an office 
girl In Hamburg, Germany. 

Assurances were given to the commission on behalf of SUBJECT 
by. Alexandra GtLAS, State Agency, 70W South Bishop Street, Chicago, 
Illinois * It was shown that these assurances bear the commission 
(Washington) number M-1363* The case analyst* s note reflected that 

SUBJECT'S father, Ignae A had given his written consent 

to her coming to the United States on 17 May 1951 at Finftens redder* 

This oonmljBslon report was signed by Lewis A* WILLIAMS, Case 
Analyst, U.S. Displaced Persons Commission, 19 December 1951* 

An affidavit, not dated, but signed by SUBJECT, reflects^ 
SUBJECT is not, and never, has bean a member of the communist 
party of any country, and contained substantially the same informa- 
tion regarding SUBJECT as above reported*
